D1 already describes a record carrier comprising as a mask layer the visible light 
characteristic changing layer 1 8 (cf. par. [0030] and fig.1 9) and as a ther-mal 
barrier layer the scattering layer 24 (cf. loc. cit.). 

Thus claim 1 differs from what is already described only in that instead of the at 
least one coloured pixel pattern layer there is simply the reflection 16 (cf. loc. at). 

To provide a coloured pixel pattern, however, has been obvious according to D2 
(cf. e.g. par. [0033]) in order to achieve coloured labels. 

This applies mutatis mutandis to the feature of claims 2, 5, 8, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 3 to 1 5. 

As to the features of the remaining claims 3, 4, 6, 7 and 9 there is no prior art 
available which would have suggested their features (cf. ISR).
